The fact that all the cables running 
from the continent are controlled by 
either the French or their English allies, 
and that messages from Germany must 
pass through their hands, makes it im- 
possible to get reports which are free 
from bias.

RESULT OF PROTESTS 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8&.—{Special.}— 
Following a protest from the Germany 
embassy today against any embargo on 
the organized transportation of reservists 
from this country, the administration re- 
vised its regulations. 

The orders to custome officers not to 
clear shiploads of reservists and ship- 
ments of arms and munitions of war, 
which were issued inadvisedly yesterday 
by Secretary of Commerce Redfield, were 
cancelled. At a conterencs vf officials of 
the state, treasury and commerce depart- 
ments new instructions based upon the 
United States neu'rality laws, the presi- 

‘dent’s neutrality ; oclamation and inter- 
national law of the treatment of contra- 
band of war were issued. 

Under these instructions nationals of 
the belligerent powers, now being assem- 
bled by their consuls in this country, may 
be transported by the shipload so long 
as they do not carry arms. 


Ships May Carry Contraband. 

Vessels also may carry cargoes of arms 
and munitions of war and other contra- 
band at the risk of seizure by an enemy 
belligerent. 

The instructions follow: 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8, 1914.—Col- 
lectors of customs: 

“1. You will permit foreign bound ves- 
sels to clear only after they have filed 
with you their full and final manifests. 

2. You will notify all merchant ves- 
sels in your district that they will be sub- 
ject to inspection and examination of 
documents, ships, and cargoes by United 
States authorities before clearance is 
given and will be subject to further exam- 
inations by United States authorities after 
clearance and while such vessel remains 
within the territorial waters of the United 
States. Such vessels shall stop and lie 
to for examination when signaled by a 
United States vessel.

FATE BORN AT SARAJEVO

T was the assassination of Franets 
Ferdinand, crown prince of Austria, 
and his consort which finally 

~. leased the voleamo over which 
rope bas been sleeping for twenty 9 4 
They were shot to death at Sarajevo, 
Bosnia, on June 28 by a GServian 
student. 

Those were the most fateful shots 
ever fired in the world. Within siz 
weeks after their echoes had died away 
Germany and Austria-Hungary were at 
war with the united forces of Great 
Britain, Russia, France, Belgium, and 
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Servia. Before this is printed it is pos- 
sib}: that other powers may be in- 
volved. But already the greatest war 
in history is in progress and western

Belgrade, the capital of Servia, and 
moved ite army, already partially mo- 
bilised, up to the Serb frontier. Mean- 
while Servia alen called its troops to 
arms to face its third war within 4 
couple of years. 

Russia followed her threats by call - 
ing five army corpse to the colors, a 
matter of 200,000 additional soldiers. 
The German kaiser, yachting ia Nor- 
weriat waters, heard of the trouble in 
which bis ally, Austria, had become 
involved atid rushed home to Berlin te 
take command. The German govern 
ment lesued a statement in which it 
étpressed its full approval of the Aus- 
trian demands on Servia.

Waiting until almost the last mo- 
ment of the forty-eigut hours of grace 
given it by Austria, Setvia Gnally sent 
a long reply to the Austrian demands, 
in which the little kingdom agreed to 
some of the Austrian conditions and in 
diplomatic terms refused some of the 
others. 

Austria instantly declared the Serviau 
answer unsatisfactory and its armies 
began an attack on Belgrade, the capital 
of Servia. 

That cannonade was the final signal. 
Germany and Fratee, under cover of of- 
ficial seereey, began the preliminary mo- 
bilization. of their armies. Even the 
Engieh fleet was made ready for ac- 
tion. In Russia the military prepara- 
tions were redoubled, 

— 

Ou July 27 a more or less feeble effort 
tc preserve peace was made. The kaiser 
asked Russia it it intended the mobiliza- 
tion of Its army. The Russian reply was 
somewhat évasive. It was mobilizing 
only in a precautionary sense, but its de- 
terminatigp to prevent the spoliation of 
Servia was reiterated and emphasized. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
minister, proposed to the powers a plan 
of joint mediation. Frauee and Italy 
immediately agreed to the proposal. Ihe 
German and Russian replies were de- 
layed. 


On Jaly 28 Austria formally declared 
wai on Servia. Kaiser Wilhelm made 
a last proposal that Russia remain neu- 
tral in the struggle, which the czar in- 
stantly refused to consider. All the na- 
tions rushed their plats for mobiliza- 
tion. Ths governments took po sior 
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Late in July Austria sent an ulti- 
matum to Servia, charging that the 
assassination of the crown prince was 
part of a plot conceived and fostered ' 
in Servia. They demanded a searel- 
ing inv stigation, with Austrian officials 
taking an activé part in the work, and 
the summary punishment of the offend- 
ers. 

They also asked from the Servian 
government a guarantee that anti-Aus- 
trian agitation should be stamped out 
in Servid. Forty- ight hours was the 
time given for an atiswer. All these 
demands were b’untly, even offensively, 
ptt. 

That was on July 23, little more than 
two weeks ago. It is plain that the

But, in 
order to corral the South American trade, 
the very best American salesmanship 
siould be used. 


Linguists to Have Advantage. 

“It is a great help to the salesman if 
he has a knowledge of the language of 
the countries Spanish is spoken in all 
South American countries, except Brazil, 
where Portugese is the native language. 
But the necessity for speaking the lan- 
guage has been over emphasized and too 
many American firms have picked up 
young Spanish Americans without any 
technical knowledge of salesmanship, and 
have sent them to Buenos Aires, or Rio 
de Janeiro to sell their goods and have 
been disappointed in the results. 

“There is no sort of manufactured 
article that will not sell in South America. 
The Brazilian people think they are a 
treat manufacturing nation and have a 
high protective tariff, but they do not 


make one-tenth of the articles they con- 
fume. The other South American coun- 
tries make practically nothing. 

“The better class of South Americans 
like novelties and they nave money to 
buy the... There is a tremendous amount 
of wealth in South America and money 
comes easy and goes easy with these 
people. If they have been used to wear- 
ing shirts buttoned up the back and some 
ome comes along with one that buttons 
ike a coat, everyone immediately wants 
the new thing. 


Like Food in Packages. 

They like new foods, and there is some- 
thing particularly attractive to the well 
io do South Americans about a prepared 
food that comes in a can or in a fancy 
package. 

The lower class South Americans, the 
peons, on the other hand, are the most 
conservative purchasers in the world. If 
they once get started to purchase a cer- 
tain make of article, or a certain kind of 
cloth, it is next to impossible to get them 
to buy anything else, so long as they can 
get the thing to which they are accus- 
tomed. 

“ That is one reason why the European 
war gives such a great advantage to the 
merchants of the United States. The 
Peons will not be able to get many of 
things of Eunopean manutacture to which 
they have grown accustomed and it will 
be easier to get them started to using 
American goods.“ 


How to Introduce Goods. 

“ Just how would you suggest introduc- 
ing these American goods to the poorer 
classes through advertising?” he was 
asked, 

“Not by printed advertising,” he re- 
priled, “ because the poor people cannot 
read, but by demonstration, as it has 
been practiced in the United States. 
Demonstration has never been tried in 
South America except by the Brazilian 
sovernment when it was conducting a 
propaganda to stimulate trade in Bra- 
tilian coffee. 

The government opened coffee houses 
everywhere in South America and em- 
ployed skilled coffeemakers and they soon 
got the people started to drinking coffee. 
The financial succese of their scheme 
was simply astounding. 

“The American manufacturers have 
got to get the people started to using their 
wares and after that the market will be 
thtirs as long as hey can supply the de- 
mand. Moreover, even the poor people of 
South America will pay high prices for the 
things to which they are accustomed, | ° 
while they won't touch the things which 
they are not used to at any price.

WAR CUTS ‘MAKIN’S? SUPPLY 


Stocks of Cigaret Papers Low, 
with None in Sight. 


———— 


IMPORTATION CURTAILED, 


France and Austria Are Important 
Sources of All Grades. 


The European war is getting really 
serious. 

The makin's are in danger. 

Trade publications issued yesterday 
carried a warning that the stocks of im- 
ported cigaret papers were low and that 
the prospects were that importation 
would be cut off by the hostilities. 

The principal sources of supply of cig- 
aret papers, both for the manufacturers 
of the multitudinous brands of “ tailor- 
mades and for the individual twist- 
in's,“ are in Austria and France. 


Wheat Straws from Austria, 
The Austrians produce, particularly, 
brown or wheat straw papers, known to 
the “pill rollers” as “ blanket sheets.“ 
From France come the finer grades of rice 
paper, the monogramed and silk tipped 
papers. 

Tobacco, a — of the trade, 
says: 

It appears that the big manufac- 
turers have enough paper in stock to meet 
their needs for several months, but few 
are without grave fears concerning the 
certainty of the future supply. Not many, 
it is said, were farsighted enough to or- 
der anv extra quantity before hostilities 
broke out.” 
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Better Export Conditions. 

The better esport trade condftions 
were reflected in the buying of Septem- 
ber wheat by several big cash houses 
and in the renewed bidding for wheat in 
the country. 

At outsikie markets, with the excep- 
tion of Winnipeg, there were big ad- 
vances for both futures and cash grain. 
Kansas City was up 4 to 5 cents for 
No. J red wheat, and other cash markets 
reflected the more hopeful sentiment. 
There were reports from Winnipeg that 
the Canadian government would re- 
move the duties on wheat as the result 
of the poor crop outlook in the Canadian 
north west. 

The United States is the only country 
in the world having a bumper crop of 
wheat. Russia will be out of the run- 
ning for a long time, and this country 
has practically no competition now that 
the Canadian crop is practically a fail- 
ure. The only thing standing between 
the American farmer and high prices is 
the difficulty in exporting wheat and 
other products, and now the prospects 
are this condition will be remedied within 
a reasonably short time. 


Other Commodities Follow. 

Other commodities are going up with 
grains. Hog prices are the highest since 
the fall of 1910, and tracors are beginning 
to wonder where supplies are coming from 
unless receipts increase. Receipts at Chi- 
cago yesterday were only 4,500, and prices 
at the yards were 30 to 35 cents higher. 
From the lowest point of the week swine 
prices have jumped abvut $1.25. In only 
one instance in the history of the trade 
have hog prices been higher than at pres- 
ent. and that was in 1910, when they were 
higher than during the civil war. 

Pork for September sold at $23.50 yes- 
terday and there were gains of 32% to 
35. cents in lard prices. Chicago has a 
tremendous stock of lard on hand while 
stocks at other points and abroad are 
moderate. This is counted upon to make 
a much better demand for the big stock 
here, which has been a drug on the market 
for months.

Not that this condition of | 
affairs justifies any Frenchman in taking 
the life of a German or Austrian residing | 
in France, or in injuring him or his prop- | 
erty, as being beyond the pale of the law. |

Any one guilty of an act could be 
brought to book, the law does not 
permit of any hostile act by the indi- | 
vidual, save in self-defense, or with the | 
positive and express authorisation of the | 
government, such as 16 contained in the 
commands and directions given to sol- 
diere and sailors. But the German, from 
a legal point of view, is without any 
standing in the French courts, and has 
uo means of redress at the hands of the | 
French tribunals as long as his country 
is at war with the republic.

It a direct invasion of France were | 
contempiated from this part of the line at 
this time, Namur, another fortress, would 
have to be taken, and under these condi- 
tions it is probable that Liege would have 
beer turned, invested by a force Su- 
cient to reduce it in a few days, and 3 
direct attack made on Namur, as speed 
just at this time is all important to the 
Germans. If they wish tointrench a con- 
tinuous line on their French frontier 
which cannot be turned, the Germans 
must possess themseives of Liege, as its 
proximity to the railroad centers in the 
area, the Rhine, and the swampy country 
of Holland would make this position & 
constant menace were it held by the 


French. 


Germans May Overrun Belgium. 

The German advance through Belgium, 
however, may be pushed forward to Ant- 
werp or even Ostend. The latter point is 
the port at which it is thought British 
troops will disembark, if sent to the con- 
unent. 

With the exception of this rather spir- 
ited action on the right of the German 
line there is nothing especial to indicate 
a general movement at any place. Its 
effect has been, however, to fix the eyes 
of the world on the French-German fron- 
tier and remove it trom Russia. . 

The French general staff by this time 
certainly has divined Germany's strat- 
ey. If this is merely to hold France, 
while Germany and Austria destroy Rus- 
sia, France must do something, because 
if Russia is destroyed it is probable that 
France finally will tind herself confronted 
by Sweden, Italy, Austria, and Germany 
all at once. 

Russian Defense Crucial. 

France's only allies in this event would 
be Belgium and England. The latter on 
land on the continent would not be any 
stronger or as strong as Belgium. Pos- 
sibly Spain and Portugal might join 
France and England. But all these allles 
would not furnish more troops than 


It may therefore be readily seen that if 
Germany, with the aid of Austria, can 
destroy Russia nothing can save France 
except a miracle. These do not happen 
with enough frequency to bank on, con- 
sequently France must do something 
quickly to prevent Germany from getting 
the necessary time to so dig her lines into 
the ground along the frontier as to make 
ber impregnable (this operation is prob- 
ably being covered by all these attacks 
on the French along Germanys whole 
front) and also to prevent Germany from 
sending any troops for the conquest of 
Russia.

German Advance a Blind. 


There is excellent reason then for the 
belief that Germany is attempting no de- 
cided advance against France, but that 
she is making her borders from Switzer- 
land to the Baltic immune from attack, 
That they are so now against a French, 
English and Belgian attack seems quite 


probable. 


We hear nothing from Germany or Aus- 
tria and they care little whether we do or 
not. They are busy. Reports coming 
through Sweden hint that already Ger- 
many has occupied Warsaw, Libau and 
Riga and is operating with her navy at 
least on the north shore of the Gulf of 
Finland. Germany's attacks at these 
places are carefully planned to disperse 


Russia’s scattered corps as much as 16 
possible and draw them away from. he 


point of the main attack. 


Germany Commands Baltic Sea. 

The Baltic is now to all intents and 
purposes @ German lake: Pheyabso- 
lutely dominate it. They can transport 
an army of 100,000 men to any point on 
it in a couple of days. When the news 
reaches us we probably will find that 
they have already done s0. 

Under certain conditions a campaign 
to Moscow and a successful one is not 
an impossibility in any way. Napoleon 
had no railways to Moscow. That ‘is 
what beat him, and his failure was sim- 
ply because he could not get sufficient 
{vod, ammunition, and clothing. 

Today there are many railways, many 
roads, and many automobile trucks, and 
a different complexion is, therefore, 
placed on this affair. Germany, by her 
quick and decided moves, has placed 
herself in a position to bring four or 
five men to Russia's one at nearly any 
place she chooses for the next month 


at least. 


Russia Thrown on Defensive. 

If Russia opposes with this dispropor- 
tion in number she will be vanquished. 
If she concentrates to the rear and al- 
lows Germany to march into her terri- 
tory unopposed, Germany will go just 
so far, intrench, and wait for the Rus- 
sians to assume the offensive. 

With the Russians’ supply points for 
arms and ammunition cut off and with 
her communications in excellent condi- 
tion behind her, Germany will be dim“- 
cult to do much with.

Butte, Mont., Aug. 8.—[{Special.}—The 
terrible ravages of tuberculosis among 
underground workers in the mining indus- 
try were depicted vividly before the 
United States commission on industrial 
relations today in the testimony of Max 
McCusker, an investigator for the com- 
mission. 

The witness presented in evidence nu- 
merous tables showing the death rate 
among Butte miners from the white 
plague. From 1907 to 1913, inclusive, he 
said, the mortality among miners from 
pulmonary consumption ranged between 
42 per cent and 79 per cent of the total 
deaths each year in Silver Bow county. 

The heat of the mines in the lower levels, 
jmproper ventilation and sanitation, 
wretched housing conditions and the use 
of intoxicating liquor were given as pri- 
mary causes of infection. ' 


Mines Full of Dust. 

“The conditions under ground are far 
from healthful,” McCusker said. “ The 
mines are full of @ust which is absorbed 
by the lungs, causing i:ritation.

Five years ago P. A. Hines closed his 
downtown law offices and opened a pri- 
vate bank at 3517 Archer avenue. A bank 
was needed there. He had lived in the | 
neighborhood for twenty-five years and | 
his acquaintance with the residents | 
would insure his ranking as the first busi- 
ness man of McKinley park. Business 
progressed and he opened another private | 
bank at 2318 West Madison street twa | 
years ago. | 

Yesterday the blinds of both banks were 
drawn. A notice on the door announced | 
that an assignment in favor of the credi- 
tors wag to be made. Thus two more pri- 
vate banke have been forced to the wall 
and their owner expressed the belief that 
with the ruin of his hopes the day of un- 
supervised private banking was over. 

$59,000 in Deposits. 

The bank on Archer avenue was the 
Archer Avenue Savings bank, It had 
some 1,000 depositors and $60,000 in de- 
posits. The Madison street dank was 
known as the Madison Street Savings 
benk, Its deposits have dwindled to §9,- 
000, and 700 persons have placed their 
money there. Mr. Hinesand the assignee 
predict that the depositors will be paid 
in full, 

The prospects were fine when I opened 
uv this bank.“ said Mr. Hines. “I knew 
every one near here and thought that 
success was assured, And I received de- 
posits which a few years ago totaled more 
than $100,000, Then came a state inecor- 
porated bank into the neighborhood and 
my troubles began. 

Blames Attacks on Private Banks. 

“Later private bankers were attacked 
on all sides, and those of us that con- 
ducted our business honestly were in- 
jured too. I always favored supervision 
because it meant protection, and went 
before the legislature and city council 
and asked for it. But it did not come. 
Then came the Munday-Lorimer failure 
of the La Salle Street bank. 

„ bad $9,000 in that bank. But the 
failuure just made the bottom fall out of 
the private banks of the city. The de- 
posite grew thinner and thinner, and 
many of my old friends deserted me. 
Private banks are no longer in favor and 
unless supervision is granted they must 
go under. 
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Because of the tightness of the money 
market, great difficulty is being experi- 
enced in disposing of the bonds of the 
Southern Traction company, the stub 
en4 electric line in southern Illinois, into 
which hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of the depositors’ money was poured. 

For the recuperation of some of the 
enterprises of Vice President C. B. Mun 
day, to. which the bank loaned heavily, 
Munday has furnished money from the 
sale of some of his personal property- 
Among other things he sold a thirty acre 
farm in Bowa. If sufficient funds are 
provided for C. B. Munday & Co., the 
lAtchfield Mill and Elevator company, 
and Munday’s dewnstate banks ont of 
Munday’s own pocket, the La Salle bank 
will sustain little loss on its loans to these 
enterprises, 

May Pay in Sixty Days. 

If the commercial conditions of the 
country adjust. themselves shortly, pay- 
ment of the depositors is expected within 
the next two months.

The internal revenue was collected un- 
der the Spanish System until 1904, when 
a method about the same as that obtain- 
ing in most parts of the United States was 
in ated. Under this system all land 
is taxed upon its value. Business is taxed | 
one-third of 1 per cent on the amount 
transacted, exceeding $250 per annum. 
The calculation is based on the gross value 
of goods sold or exchanged and does not 
include goods exported, spirits, tobacco, 
and farm products.

‘DOPE’ ON DEFENDING TEAM 


BY JPWETT E. RICKER XN. 

[Vice President Western Lawn Tennis Asen.) 

Since the arrival of the visiting Davis 
cup teams in this country much has been 
said and written of Wilding, Brookes, 
Parke, and the other stars of the invading 
quartets. Their playing qualities. have 
dec n descr: bed and their records reviewed 
The preliminary matcnes are now over 
and we have reached the point where 
America will be called upon this week 
to defend the historic cup. Whether or 
not it can do so successfully is a matter 
of lively dispute. Probably never before 
in tennis history have so many divergent 
Views been neid on a similar subject. 

But beforc we aitempt to answer that 
question, which we shall endeavor to do 
tomorrow, let us take a look at the 
strength, the records, and the personnel 
of the American team that will be called 
upon to shoulder this responsibility. 


Members of Yankee Team. 

The team chosen to represent America 
in the contests this week is composed of 
Meur.ce E. McLoughlin, national cham- 
pion in singles; Richard Norris Williams 
II., runner up to McLoughlin in the las 
national championship; Thomas C. Bun- 
dy, holder with McLoughlin of the ne- 
tional doubles title; and Kari Mowel 
Behr, former internationalist. 

Of these four Bundy is the oldest and 
Will'ams the youngest, though Behr has 
figured for the greatest number of years 
as @ player of national prominence. All 
four Armrican players are right handed 
and all but Bundy are of ample physique. 

The selection of this team was made, 
according to the provisions of the Davis 


cut rules, on July 22, and the basis of ge- 


lection was therefore governed by the 
work of the American players in the carly 
geason tournaments and in the test 
matches arranged by the Davis cup coin- 
mittee. In view of these facts the dest 
possible team probably was chosen, al- 
though had more time becn given it is 
likely that one or possibly two changes 
might have been made. 


McLoughlin Is Leader. 

There is not the slightest doubt at the 
present writing that Maurice . Me- 
Loughiin will play the first position on 
the American team; nor ia there any doubt 
that R. Norris Williams will act as the 
second man in the singles. 

McLoughlin also will unquestionably 
participate in the doubles, unless it be 
found absolutely necessary to save him 
for the singles. This, however, is less 
than a remote possibility, for the rea- 
gon that the fate of the cup will proba- 
bly largely hinge on the outcome of the 
doubles contest, and America, in order 
to win, must play the brilliant Californian 
in the doubles. 

The only unsolved question, therefore, 
is whether Bundy, Behr. or Williams 
team with McLoughlin in the doubles en- 
test and, unless the first named shéws 
very bad form, he will probably be chosen. 


Ranks with William Larned. 

In McLoughlin America is putting into 
the contest the strongest player devei- 
oped in this country since William A. 
Larned retired from the game. In fact, 
in the opinion of many. he is the most 
brilliant match player this country has 
ever seen. | 

McLoughlin was born at Carson City, 
Nev., on Jan. 7, 1490, and took up tennis 
for the first time after he had removed 
to San Francisco in 1903. From the 
Start he was a decidedly promising young- 
ster, and even in his early years won 
many junior championships. In 1906 he 
played in his first open tournament, but 
it was not until 1907 that he carried off 
his first big championship, the San Fran- 
Gisco city title 

From that time on his climb up the 
tennis ladder was rapid and cu!minated 
in 1912 with his winning the national 
championship, which he still retains. 
During the last few years McLoughlin 
bas held at various times practically 
every championship of importance in this 
country and has defeated every player 
of consequence, with the exception of WI - 
Mam A. Larned. 


Heads American Lists. 

His victories in the Davis cup matches 
and against foreign players have been 
equally overwhelming, the only defeats 
Standing against him being those admin- 
istered by Brookes, Wilding, and Parke.

They form the 
youngest team upon which ever devolved 
the defense of the much coveted interna- 
tional bowl, and they are the younges: 
team which ever won the trophy, for it 
Was the same precious pair which lifted 
the cup from Great Britain last year. 
aided by the veteran, H. H. Hackett, who 
paired with McLoughlin in the winning 
doubles combination. 

Of these two youngsters, McLoughlin is 
considered the greater player. Hx ia 
ranked by Anthony F. Wilding, the great 
Australian, on a parity with Norman B. 
Brookes of Australia, and J. C. Parke, the 
most formidable player of the English 
chellengers who appeared at Breton last 
week. McLoughlin, Wilding; Brookes, 
and Parke are the Big Four of the 
entire tennis world. 

MecLougniin is an American product, 
pure and simple. Williams really d. /el- 
oped hie tennis while a strdent at Ox- 
ford. Naturally both these men, young 
sters in years but almost veterans in ex- 
perience, are popular among tennis fans.

Bundy Veteran of Team. 

Thomas C. Bundy, holder with Mo- 
Loughlin of the national doubles title, is 
the oldest of the American team, having 
been born at Sante Monica, Cal., on Oct. 


. 1981. Unlike the other players, he is 


short of stature, standing only 8 feet 7 
inches in his tennis shoes and weighing 
in tennis garb, and when down to his 
proper playing weight, 145 pounds. 
Bundy began tennis at Santa Monica 
in 1900, playing his first open tournament 
in 1908. In 1006 he achieved his first suc- 
cose, winning the Southern California 
tournament, but losing in the challenge 


round. 

Thereafter his rise was rapid and he cap- 
tured many,of the events, on the Pacific 
coast. In 1900 Bundy came east for the 
first time, being a member of the Call- 
fornia invading team of McLoughlin, 
Long. Bundy, Janes and Sinsabaugh. At 
the Northwestern tournament of thet 
year Bundy was defeated by McLoughiin, 
in the Western tournament by Melville 
Long, and at Newport by Clothier in the 
.eermi-finals. He was ranked tweifth for 


coast title, was defeated by Little and 
Touchard, in a great five-set match at 
Chicago. In singles that year he was de- 
feated by Beals Wright in the semi-finals. 
but was given the third place in the rank- 
ing. 

Since 1911 Bundy has devoted himeelf 
almost entirely to doubles. In 1912, again 
teamed with McLoughlin, he won the na- 
tion.' championship in doubles, defeat- 
ing Little and Touchard in the challenge 
round. This title McLoughlin and Bundy 
retained in 1913, defeating the challengers, 
Griffin and Strachan, without much diffi- 
culty. 

Poor Health Affects Play. 

In the last two years Bundy has not en- 
joyed vigorous health and this has seemed 
to affect his play. He has also been 
overweight in most of his matches. In 
spite of this fact McLoughlin and Bundy 
have had little difficulty in beating the 
best of the eastern teams in the tourna- 
ments placed this season and they prob- 
ably will be found playing together in the 
Davis contests this week. 

Karl Behr, the fourth man of the Amer- 
ican team, was born in Brooklyn, N. ., 
May 80, 1885, He stands 5 feet 9% inches 
in his tennis shoes and his weight in ten- 
nis garb is 151 pounds. He began play- 
ing tennis in 18096, 

In the following ten years Behr made 
one of the most remarkable records ever 
achieved by a youngster. In 1908 he won 
the interscholastic champtonship and fol- 
lowed this in 1000 by capturing a num- 
ber of important tournaments. In that 
year he jumped from 85 to 11 in the om 
cial ranking list. 

In 1906 he won the Longwood tourna- 
ment, beating Clothier in three straight 
sete in the finals, but lost to Larned in 
the challenge round. He also won the 
tournament at Southampten and pressed 
Larned to Gve hard sets in the challenge 
round, 

Holds Victory Over Larned, 

At Newport Behr defeated the great 
Larned in straight sets in the third round 
and was runner-up to Clothier, but was 
ranked only fifth on the season's play. 
In 1907 he played wonderful tennis in the 
tryouts for the Davis cup team, beating 
Beals Wright, Clothier, Ward, and Little. 
In that same year Behr and Beals Wright 
challenged England for the Davis cup.

DAY TOO HOT FOR WORK. 


Other Australian Members Give an 
Exhibition te Crowd. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 8.—Having gained 
the right to meet America next week in 
the challenge round for the Davis cup, 
the Australasian team defaulted the two 
singles matches which were to have been 
played with the team from the British 
isles today. This left the final score be- 
tween the countries 3 to 2 in favor of the 
cup aspirants from the Antipodes.

Australasian Quits Match. 

Lowe won the first set of his match with 
Doust 6— and dropped the second - 
when, with the games 7-all in the third 
set, the Australasian threw down his 
racquet and declared that he had enough.

No Reason Given for Default. 

Under the conditions governing the cup, 
substitutions may be made if a player 
is incapecitated through Illness, acci- 
dent, or other unavoidable cause. Capt. 
Brookes gave none of these reasons for 
withdrawing himself and Wilding, 30 
both were officially defaulted by Referee 
Presbrey with the approval, however, of 
Brookes,

Drake a Shining Example. 

When piracy started it was a ratLer high class affair; 
that is, it was undertaken by men of aristocratic birth and 
high social standing. Sir Francis Drake, one of Eng- 
land’s greatest naval commanders, was by nature such a 
good sailor and a good fighter that he proceeded to under- 
take expeditions against the Spanish settlements in the 
West Indies with absolutely no legal warrant of any sort. 
He attacked towns, carried off treasure, and spent much 
time capturing merchant vessels. And indeed he proved 
to be a daredevil pirate and a bright and shining example 
to tl.ose who came after him. 

It was he who intercepted for the first time a Spanish 
mule train of enormous length which was wending its 
way across the Isthmus of Panama. Of all paths of an- 
cient and modérn times it is claimed for this road that it 
was the panorama of the most hideous sights. They called 
it the “ Gold road,” and it is doubtful if Dante’s feet ever 
followed a path more filled with dread.

VERY great national ballad is the result of some 
crisis in the history of that nation. The ballad 
grows from the sincere passionate feeling of the 
people and speaks from heart to heart, for it is 

universal in its utterance. 

In France this feeling gave vent to itself in the ex- 
pression of the Marseillaise,“ and in Germany we find 

e Wacht am Rhein.” We also find it in Dixie,” 
but nowhere does it ring with a more pathetic thrill than 
in this Irish ballad, “The Wearin’ o' the Green.“ 

It was born in a time of conflict, the darkest days in 
the history of Ireland. The war began through religious 
differences and was carried on by both factions wth 
much cruelty and persecution. These disorders were not 
settled in those early days, but have continued for long 
and bitter years and are not wholly unknown in Ulster 
today. 

Even the English people at that time felt that some of 
the laws were unjust to Ireland, and Sir Ralph Aber- 
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shed; 
Then pull the shamrock from your hat and 
throw it on the sod, 


And never fear, twill take root there, though 
under foot tis trod 

When law can stop the blades of grass from 
growin’ as they grow,

crombie the able Scotch commander in chief, was so in- 
dignant at the atrocious manner in which the Irish peas- 
aunts were treated that he resigned hie command, and 
after witnessing an uncalled for act of cruelty he said, 
“if I were an Irishman I would be a rebel.”

The Irish reign of terror,” as it has been called, was 
in many particulars more revolting than the revolution 
in France, and it was during this time of trial that this 
ballad was produced. No one knows the author; in fact, 
it came from an oppressed people and has been varied 
from time to time. The words as they are repeated to- 
day. were sung in Boucicault’s drama in 1888, ahd. hence 
mauy people gave the clever playwright the credit. 
whereas no one can claim to be the author. 

The music was used as a marching tune during the 
volunteer movement in 1797, and then some rnknown 
ballad writer, voicing the feeling of the people, adapted 
the words. They say these words did more to make 
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people understand the oppressed condition of Ireland 
than all the eloquence of the statesmen of that time. 
In fact, when the ballad was introduced by Dion Bouci- 
cault and sung in the theater it raised so much sympatly 
for the Irish that it almost caused “a question for 
parliament” at the time when the Earl of Beaconsfield 
(the Rt. Hon. Benjamin Disraeli) was premier of Eng- 
land. 

The ballad tells the story of two Irish neighbors who 
were exchanging news of their beloved country, Erin. 
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HOOPIR, whoopie! yelled the Teenie 
Weenie Indian, as he bounded up the 
steps of the Teenie Weenie house 
Me find heap big piece water melon.”’ 
„Where, oh where?“ cried the 
Teenie Weenies.

OTWITHSTANDING the various 
difficulties and the multiplicity of 
wires needed, electricity is playing 
a most important part in the make- 
up of the modern automobile—and 

its use is being increased with each suc- 

ceeding model that is brought on the mar- 

ket. It is perhaps about an even thing 
. 80 far as practicability is comcerned be- 

tween electric and gas headlights, but it 

cannot be denied that the electric ig 80 
much more convenient to use that it will 
be found in almost universal use a very 

few years ahead. On the other hand, 
there is no denying that the gas system is 
simpler and gives practically no trouble. 

One of the difficulties with the use of 
electricity, where starter, lights, trouble 
lamps, and a few more things are mixed 
up with an almost impenetrable mags of 
wires, has been that short circuits would 
occur, generally putting the entire sys- 
tem out of commission and doing more or 
less damage to the storage battery. But 
improvements have been made rapidly 
and now many of the troubles that were 
prevalent a year ago have disappeared. 

An Indianapolis concern has brought 
out what is termed a thermo cutout, 
which is attached to the dash of the car 
and which is designed to indicate whether 
a circuit is complete or whether there is 
a leak or short. Crossed wires or a 
ground will cause the cutout to turn off 
all circuits. Difficulty on any circuit may 
be found by turning off the lNghting 
ewitch and resetting the cutout so that 
when the switch ig turned to the various 
circuits the faulty one will operate the 
cutout. 

With the proper use of electric head- 
lights there should be no objection on 
the part of pedestrians, and there need 

be no glaring headlights, for several de- 
vices have been brought out to use small- 
er lights when desired. The use of elec- 
tric lights permits the operator to turn 
the lights on or off at will, and so while 

using the side lights to conform to the 
law's requirements it is only necessary 
to switch on the headlights for an instant 
if a particularly dark piece of roadway is 
encountered. 

In the use of the headlights amimprove- 
ment has come whereby a switch is lo- 
cated on the dash and the lever may be 
operated by the foot. This is designed 
to regulate the intensity of the light and 
may be set at low, medium, high, or out, 
thus permitting the operator to regulate 
the lights according to road conditions or 
the necessity for having more or less 
light. 

These who have electric Nights have no 
excuse for using glaring headlightsin the 
city except occasionally when a light ctr- 
cuit is out of commission, which is gel- 
dom and usually only for a few hours 
after a severe storm. The streets and 
boulevards are generally speaking so well 
lighted as to require only the side lights. 
and their use alone would go a long way 
toward the ultimate end of the “ safety 
fret’ crusade. 

Another handy little device which can 
be used in connection with the electric 
system is what is called a stickalite lamp 
which has a magnet attachment to secure 
the lamp to any steel part of the car while 
adjustments are being made or a tire is 
being changed. This operates from an 
ordinary six volt storage battery such as 
is used for ignition purposes. It is only 
one inch in diameter, has a reflector tube 
which acts as a protector to the bulb, 
and weighs but three ounces. 

> 

If your motor heats during warm weath- 
er look to the position of your front num- 
ber plate. If this ig attached directly 
against the radiator, high up, k will de- 
stroy much of the cooling effectiveness of 
the radiator. It should not be against the 
ractator, but at least an inch away: and 
above all at the bottom of the radiator.

This is a trouble not cha acteristic of 
tale crateh The spring construction isso 
designed that it should never need ad- 
justing, consequently there ie method 
of loosening the tension to such an ex- 
tent that it would result in any benefit 
in a case of this kind. Probably you are 
using a clutch of too great capacity for 
the motor power. Try the use of a few 
drops of oi] on each of the clutch facings. 
The oil can be squirted across the edges 
of the plates from the end of the driving 
d um. If this does not give results, screw 
a plug into the drain hole in the bottom 
of the clutch housing and put enough oil 
into this housing % the flywheel will 
just dip. Extreme care, however, should 
be used in applying an oil that is very 
light. This is a possible remedy for an 
overpowered disc clutch, but the beat 
remedy would be to reduce the amount of 
friction. It would be wise to take the 
matter up further with the maker, the 
Brown-Lipe company, Syracuse, N. I.

Mercury, Venus, the earth, Mara, Jupiter, 
and Saturn—haeve been known during re- 
corded time, but Uranus and Neptune 
were found. 

Uranus wae the first discovered. It 
shows to good eyes as a faint point of 
greenish color, Conditions must be right 
and eyes good. Uranus, fourth of the 
guns family in size and seventh in dis- 
tance from it, is at mean distance 1,800,- 
000,000 miles away from its controlling 
star. 

In 1781 Sir Wiliam Herschel was look- 
ing over the heavens with a telescope of 
his own manmfucture to see what he 
might when he found a body which evi- 
dently was not a star. What it was did 
not instantly appear te him and for a 
few years it was thought to be a comet. 
Then it was found to be a new planet. 

It led later into the discovery of the far 
outpost of the solar system, Neptune. 
There are indications that on beyond Nep- 
tune there may be another planet, to be 
found later in the way tm which Neptune 
was found; but for the present this planet 
represents the furthest ride into space 
which has been made by one of the solar 
tribe. 

Neptune was found in 1346 by mathe- 
matical astronomy. Uranus had not 
moved in ite orbit precisely according to 
calculations and there was no known ex- 
planation of the deviation from its pre- 
dicted course. The apparent conclusion 
was that there must be an unknown ex- 


which had pulled at the known planetary 
outpost. 

Two men, one an Englishman and one 
French, went to work on the problem, and 
both came not only to the conclusion that 
a planet beyond Uranus had affected it. 
but also to a computation of the position 
of this planet. The calculation was accu- 
rate. 

Adams, the agi astronomer, sent 
his calculations to the astronomer royal 
of England, who did not move with suffi. 
cient celerity in making the search. Le- 
verrier, the Frenchman, had the better 
fortune to have his calculations taken up 
instantly by a French observatory. 

A search was made for the exterior 
planet and it was found. Neptune receives 
from the sun only about 1-1,000 of the 
light and heat given the earth by the sun. 
It is the third in point of size in the fam- 
ily, its surface being about nineteen 
times that of the earth. 

In its far off circling about the sun it 
requires 164 of our years for a revolution, 
its mean distance being about 2.800, 000, 000 
miles. Far as it is, it receives ligh* 
enough to constitute’ daylight, but not 
enough to sustain life as we know it 
Even on Neptune the sunlight is stronger 
than would be received from 700 ot our 
full moona. 

One satellite has been found for Nep- 
tune. Uranus is known to have four. The 
latter planet receives only 1-500 of the 
light and heat which reaches the earth. 

Possibly the sun’s ninth planet will be 
discovered some day, but so far as presen: 
knowledge goes Neptune ig the far out- 
post of the solar system.

But Cecilia May is such a general favor- 
ite that her friencs generally rejoiced that 
she had outlived that earlier romance and 
was to find happiness with one of the 
popular membere of the diplomatic corps. 
There was some little question as to what 
the kaiser would say to it, for Berlin had 
recently been enforcing an old rule which

The federal council has to its credit as 
work already achieved the securing of 
an increase of chaplains in the United 


States navy and making of certain pro- 


visions concerning their service which 
will insure increased efficiency. The law 
has passed increasing the number of 
chaplains in the navy from twenty-four 
to fifty-two, or one to every 1,550 men. 
Provision is also made for acting chap- 
lains, with the purpose of testing the 
efficiency and acceptability of the pro- 
posed chaplains before permanently 
assigning them to the post. One other 
feature of the change of law proposed by 
the federal council which has not as yet 
been favorably acted upon is the pro- 
vision for an increase of pay of the chap- 
lain as he rises in rank. He can now be 
raised to the rank of captain, but must 
be content with the pay of lieutenant 
commander. In the advocacy of the plea 
for an increase of chaplains the Roman 
Catholic church codperated with the fed- 
eral council.

ACCUSE DEMOCRATS. 


Court action ie threatened early in the 
week to compel the certification to the 
official Progressive primary balfot of all 
of the Progressive legisiative candidates, 
not exceeding three to a district, for the 
Illineie house of representatives. 

The Progressive state headquarters 
seems to be particularly worried over this 
alleged condition, fearful that en arrange- 
ment said to have been made between 
State Chairman Medill McCormick and 
Secretary of State Harry Woods may be 
knecked into smithereens by Attorney 
General Lucey and such legal proceed- 
ings as seem likely to be prepared by the 
Democrats. 


Have No Committees. 

The situation, briefily, is that the Pro- 
greestves have no legally elected penator- 
ial committees, not having had the legal 
form of a party at the primary in April, 
1912, when eenatoria! committeemen were 
elected under the primary law. 

The cumulative syetem of electing 
house members in Illinois permite the 
@uly elected senatorial committees to 
certify either to the secretary of state or 
to the county clerk in Céok, Peoria, . 
Clair, and Le Salle counties, the number 
of candidates for the house, one, two or 
three, which shall be nominated. 

The Progressives hed determined to 
nominate but one candidate in ak buat 
four districts, and two candidates eacl} 
in those four. The agreement is up- 
posed to exist that the county chairmen 
dowustate and the ward committeemen 
in Chicago should be recognized within 
the senatorial districts for the purpose of 
senatorial committees. 


Democrats Have Scheme. 

Now come the old-guard Democrats, 
inalsting that there ie no legal provision 
which can rum as to the Progressives and 
that no deal can be made which will stand 
up legally recognizing the self-construct- 
e senatorial comnrittees. 

The effect, us is well understood by the 
politicians, would be to ruin the cance
